Definite steps in a proposal 


of long standing to widen the 
business district on Citrus ave- 
nue by eliminating three feet 
of the sidewalks on each side 


of the street, were taken this 
week by Covina city council, 
when John Koch, city council- 
man, began interviewing prop- 


erty-owners. 


That the city council favors this 


improvement has been known for 
some time, as it would largely solve 
a growing traffic congestion on Cit- 
rus avenue, due to the constant 
backing out of cars into a street too 
narrow to allow for proper clear- 
ance. The sidewalks now are twelve 
feet, eight inches wide, much wider 
than are ordinarily found in busi- 
ness areas with greater business 
congestion than in Covina. Elimin- 
ating three feet on each side would 
give a sidewalk clearance of nine 
feet, eight inches, considered to be 
adequate, and would add three feet 
on each side for a deeper parking of 
cars. 


A majority of the property-hold- 


ers interviewed were in favor of the 
project, it was learned, especially 
because the cost is not to be assess- 
ed to the frontage or to local tax- 
payers, but will be\t>aid 1st full out 
-»t t|«i state gasoline'tax launey «ivje, 
tne'city, and which amounts to $7000 
at the present time. The city coun- 
cil has the power to apply this 
money to any improvement on Cit- 
rus avenue, but it must be spent on 
this particular street, as this was the 
original agreement when the funds 
were applied for.' At the time that 
the request for funds was made it 
was contemplated that it would be 
used for the building of under- 
passes at school crossings, but this 
has been abandoned for the present. 


The cutting down of the sidewalks 


also calls for the replacement of the 
street lights and a completely-new 
wiring system, with the probability 
of new crown globes, it was stated. 
The wiring has long been in such a 
condition that any attempt at using 
the present material would be inad- 
visable, the council has been told.

Rancher, Churchman, 


Dies Suddenly on 
New Years Day 


Retiring on a pension, beginning 


January first, Covina valley loses a 
genial, friend-making businessman 
and salesman in E. A. Lamm, repre- 
sentative of the Standard Oil com- 
pany in this area. During the past 
two weeks he has been making final 
calls on old customers. 


Mr. Lamm is sixty-one years old, 


and has been with the Standard for 
thirty-three years, of which fifteen 
years has been in this Covina valley 
area, which also includes several 
surrounding towns. His experiences 
in this end of the county since 1903 
are as interesting as an historical 
sketch of the territory. He started 
with the Standard in Pomona, and 
was the driver of a horse-drawn 
wagon. He drove his team of horses 
on routes from Pomona to as far as 
Monrovia, thru the sand and mud 
according to the weather, and at a 
time when the scenery was largely 
sagebrush and cactus interspersed 
with the maturing orange groves.

Federal Grant 
Asked by County 


Application for a federal grant to 


i assist in construction of the huge 
spillway for San Gabriel dam No. 1 
was prepared for filing this week by 
Roy W. Dowds, flood control counsel. 


The flood control district has had 


no assistance whatever as yet from 
either of the Public Works Admin- 
istration or the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, it was pointed out by 
county officials. 


Estimated cost of the spillway is 


approximately $500,000, and a WPA 
grant of 45 per cent would save 
the district about $200,000, it was 
pointed out. Cost of the entire dam 
will approximate $13,000,000. 


Formation of a water district tak- 


ing in the unincorporated area be- 
tween Pomona and Puente and ex- 
tending around Puddingstone reser- 
voir and the San Jose hills on the 
north and northwest and extending 
to the Orange county line on the 
south and to the San Bernardino 
coutny line on the east is being ad- 
vocated by a committee headed by 
George F. Lower of Puente. 


The committee has asked the 


county surveyor's office for advice 
as to some of the preliminaries of 
formation of the district. Hacienda 
boulevard is the extreme westerly 
boundary of the district. 


While full legal advice has not yet 


been obtained, it is understood that 
it may be necessary to held three 
elections if affiliation is established 
with the Metropolitan water district. 
The first step, it is understood, is 
to form a county water district, the 
next is to vote on issuance of bonds, 
and a third election would be nec- 
essary to annex to the Metropolitan 
water district, if that is the desire 
of the majority of the property own- 
ers and residents of the district.

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Tidal Protection— 


County supervisors are calling a meeting 


for next Tuesday at 11 a.m. in the Hall of 
Records to discuss the question whether the 
flood control act shall be amended to include 
the use of flood control funds as a protection 
against tidal action and ground swells along 
the Los Angeles county coast. 


There should be no disposition on the part 


of the inland communities to be selfish con- 
cerning this matter, but it should be pointed 
out that it is possible under the flood control 
act for the coastal'communities to form their 
own flood or tidewater district, assess them- 
selves for this purpose, and not place any of 
the burden on the county as a whole. That 
portion of the protection that has to do with 
shipping and harbor facilities comes under 
federal jurisdiction and taxation, and is borne 
by the taxpayers of the nation as a whole. 


The present Los Angeles county flood con- 


trol act of 1915 has to do with the protection 
of the coastal plain from the mountains to 
the sea from the storm waters that originate 
in the mountains, together with the coastal 
plain run-off. It is fair that coast cities share 
in the expense of such protection, as they are 
among the greatest sufferers from the moun- 
tain flood waters that silt up harbors and 
otherwise cause considerable damage along 
the coast. But the inland properties are not 
directly damaged by ocean storms. 


It would seem that a separate district for 


the protection of the coast cities would be 
the solution. In this the federal government 
will share in expense and supervision, as it 
does in the mountain flood district. 


A Task for Congress-— 
• 


President Roosevelt's address on Wednes- 


day to the joint session of senate and house 
of representatives stressed the need for lib- 
eralism in the interpretation of legislation by 
the supreme court, saying, in one reference, 
"The statute of NRA has been outlawed. The 
problems have not. They are still with us." 


The president is right in making this state- 


ment, and wrong in his inference that the 
supreme court was wrong in invalidating the 
NRA. 
There is need for legislation that will 


regulate business; in this most intelligent 
businessmen are agreed. But that the NRA 
statute was unconstitutional was only one of 
its faults; the chief fault was that it was un- 
workable. 


Congress will doubtless give us another 


statute dealing with this question, but if it is 
cumbersome in application, as was the NRA, 
it will make little difference if it, in turn, is 
found unconstitutional. 


A blanket law, covering forty-eight states, 


diversified in climate, occupations and peo- 
ples, with its power derived from a central 
government, is difficult of application, espec- 
ially where it would regulate myriad busi- 
ness operations that change in complexion as 
to localities. That was the fault of the NRA. 
A law to successfully replace it must be more 
workable in zones, and elastic as to localized 
conditions.

Covina ships out more oranges than any 


other locality in the county, the Los Angeles 
Times midwinter number says.

The little town, a mile-square in area, is 


enveloped in citrus, walnut and avocado

California, extending also southward from 
the eastern end into Orange county, on a 
topographical map looking like a great, green 
Christmas stocking. The stocking leg strip 
stretching from the Los Angeles city subur- 
ban area west to east; the heel against the 
mountains on the north, the toe reaching 
down toward the ocean in Orange and San 
Diego counties. 


While Covina city is the heart of its own 


shipping center, this is also true of all these 
communities of the southern California coast- 
al plain, the towns growing and prospering as 
convenient adjuncts to the orchard industry. 
To say that one town ships more than an- 
other is not important. The orchard industry 
as a whole makes the prosperity of the areas. 


These small towns in the orchard empire 


are much like the communes in France, where 
groups of houses, a bake-shop, store, church 
and school serve the people who work the 
surrounding farms. French communes are 
the result of the instinct of the French to 
group themselves instead of living in homes 
scattered on their farmsteads, a holdover from 
the days when they suffered raids from 
enemies. Many southern California orchard- 
ists prefer to live in the towns rather than 
on their ranches, although among the charms 
of the orchard district are the fine homes 
maintained on orchards. There is something 
of the same communal spirit, however, that 
is noted in a visit to the French countryside. 


This sloping plain from mountains to the 


sea, the southern California orchard coun- 
try, is one of the loveliest in the world. The 
Los Angeles Times, in forty years or so of 
publicizing it in annual numbers as well as 
the year around, has performed a service 
that could never be repaid in dollars. "The 
Times" has been the greatest promotional 
factor int,the growth of the southland. Los 
Angeles,/ the greatest and fastest-growing 
city on the Pacific coast, has been built thru 
the aid of this splendid newspaper, a metro- 
politan newspaper that never forgets the 
country surrounding it, a policy similar to 
'some of the great newspapers of Kansas City, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, and earlier Chicago 
newspapers; not like the policies of news- 
papers in New York city and Philadelphia, 
which have been operated as city builders 
almost exclusively for many decades. 


Once a year we should express an appre-

Another difficult business cycle has come to

Not to attempt 
to be prophetic, but judging merely from past 
years and past experiences, the next ten years 
are to be expansion years in southern Cali- 
fornia, a decade for youth especially to lay 
the foundations for comfortable wealth and 
contentment.

Science Makes 
Weather Behave, 
Declares Expert 


(Pomona Progress-Bulletin) 


Answering the charge that "every- 


body talks about the weather but 
nobody does anything about it," J. 
B. Kincer, U. S. weather bureau ex- 
pert, told a group of scientists in 
Atlantic City thie week that accu- 
rate forecasts of frosts were reduc- 
ing materially the annual loss of 
farmers, particularly in 
southern 


California citrus territory. 


He might have told them that this 


service was initiated and developed 
in this valley thru the efforts of 
U. S. Meteorologist Floyd D. Young, 
in cooperation with fruit associa- 
tions. 


It just happens that this year 


marks the twentieth anniversary of 
the fruit-frost service of the U. S. 
weather bureau. 
Investigation of 


frost protection was begun in the 
fall of 1917. It has since been ex- 
tended to cover nearly all citrus 
districts of importance in the state 
and many other fruit sections thru- 
out the country. 


Kincer discussed the national loss 


from weather vagaries before the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 


He said there were 7,000,000 heat- 


ers alone in southern California or- 
chards. These heaters are put into 
action when the weather bureau 
forecasts near-freezing weather and 
they actually raise temperatures 
enough to prevent frost damage to 
the ripening fruits. 


Kincer said it was difficult to esti- 


mate the annual national loss from 
quirks in the weather but that 
American farmers suffer approxi- 
mately one-fourth reduction in crop 
yield annually because of the weath- 
er. 


He said tornadoes were the most 


deadly weapons of the 
weather 


Floods, which killed slightly fewer 
persons, were far more costly. 


During the past 20 years torna- 


does killed 5224 persons and caused 
an annual property damage of $11,- 
500,000. On the other hand, floods 
during the past 33 years killed at 
least 3000 persons and caused an- 
nual property losses of approximate- 
ly $50,000,000. 


The Washington weather expert 


said it would be impossible to con- 
trol such weather phenomena as 
hurricanes and tornadoes as man- 
kind now battles frost by heaters. 
However, he said the flood control 
is the most promising field in which 
man may control the weather in the 
future. The nation generally is just 
realizing that it can do something 
to control floods.

than fifty condemnation 


suits involving nearly 2000 parcels 
of land needed for rights of way for 
flood control district projects were 
pending in Los Angeles county su- 
perior court when the year opened, 
according to the county counsel's 
office.

Bids for New 
Spillway 
to Be Opened 


January 19 has been fixed for the 


opening of bids for portland cement 
to be used in construction of the 
outlet works and the spillway of 
San Gabrilel dam No. 1. 


The cement is to be delivered at 


the flood control district's 
freight 


yard, Azusa, between July 1 and 
December 31, 1937. 


Excavation for the huge spillway, 


which is being designed with a ca- 
pacity sufficient to pass the flow 
from a major cloudburst around the 
earth and rockfill dam, so that it 
would not flow over the top in the 
event a storm of such intensity 
should occur while the dam was 
practically full of water. 


Capacity of the spillway will be 


105,000 second feet, and this will be 
augmented by the outlet works, 
consisting of four steel penstocks, 
some of which will be in use at 
various times to permit a measured 
flow down the river channel into 
Pasadena's Morris dam. Larger of 
the four penstocks is 104 inches, or 
more than eight feet. 


It will require 30,000 barrels for 


the spillway, according to C. H. 
Howell, chief engineer of the dis- 
trict. It will be a large concrete 
trough carrying the overflow waters 
back into the regular channel so 
that no damage to the canyon could 
result from erosion, and so that 
there may be no vibration at peak 
flow that might affect the stability 


i of the main part of the dam. 


The earth and rock-fill now is 


approximately 57 per cent com- 
pleted, little progress having been 
made over the holidays, due to rains 
on the eve of Christmas, and again 
over the following weekend. Work 
on the dam, largest structure of its 
type in the world, was shut down 
completely Christmas eve arid not 
a wheel turned until the following 


I Tuesday afternoon, in order to per- 
' mit observance of Christmas, and to 


[ permit the ground to dry.
